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Fire destroys Boyne City restaurant 


Collaborative effort by area fire departments contain fire to limit damage

BOYNE CITY — Fire crews were 
called to Morel's Bistro, located on 
Old State Road near Boyne City at 
about 1:08 a.m. on Monday, April 7 
when a passing Charlevoix County 
Sheriff's deputy noticed a shed be- 
hind the restaurant on fire. 

The deputy attempted to put the 
shed fire out using a fire extin- 
guisher he had in the patrol car 
and even knocked the shed down. 
“Typically, when you knock some- 
thing down it's ok but it rekindled 
on him,” said Melrose Township 
Fire Chief Dennis Howard. The 
fire consumed the storage building 
and then attacked the backside of 
the restaurant getting into the 
gable end. “It migrated through 
the multiple layers of roof and it 
just got ahead of us. It was a stub- 
born fire,” he said.

The owner had been gone and an 
employee was doing spring clean- 
ing and general maintenance. 
“One of the employees had been 
applying linseed oil to some floor- 
ing, he put all his rags and sup- 
plies in that little shed and locked 
it up,” said Howard. Linseed oil 
will generate its own heat. Rags 
soaked in linseed oil should be left 
out in the open, perhaps hung over 


a fence, until the moisture evapo- 
rates. 

The fire was contained mainly 
to the building's multiple attics 
but because of the amount of 
water used to put the fire out, the 
main level of the building sus- 
tained extensive water and smoke 
damage. Howard said the building 
has had several additions added to 
it over the years and the sectional 
nature of the building made fight- 
ing the fire particularly difficult. 
“Tt was frustrating how you can 
put all that water on something 
and turn around two seconds later 
and see fire coming out of it,” he 
said. He estimated it took until 
about 5 a.m. before the fire was 
under control and fire crews were 
still on the scene looking for hot 
spots in the charred areas of the

City struggles with water main breaks

CHARLEVOIX: At the 
regular semi-monthly 
meeting of City Council 
Monday night council 
members heard the chal- 
lenges of insuring retired 
city workers, welcomed a 
new city clerk and were 
updated on the water 
main breaks that hap- 
pened over the past week- 
end. 

Council was informed 
by City Treasurer Joe 
Zielinski of the high cost 
incurred to the city by in- 
suring past city employ- 
ees who are now retired. 
According to Zielinski, 7 
people of retirement age 
are insured through the 
cities insurance plan and 
this causes the premium 
to be high. He outlined 
four options the city 
could take in order to 
lower the premium 


which could include re- 
stricting future employ- 
ees from having 
insurance after retire- 
ment. 

Zielinski stated that 
finding insurance was 
difficult due to having the 
retirees on the plan and 
that if they were re- 
moved the city could pur- 
sue a less expensive plan. 
He recommended four op- 
tions in which future em- 
ployees were restricted 
from staying on the city 
plan after retirement, 
and some combination of 
removing or continuing 
forward with benefits to 
the current seven re- 
tirees. For any of these 
changes to take effect the 
wording would need to 
change in the employee 
handbook. 

After discussion in 
which members of coun- 
cil shared the calls they 


had been receiving on 
this issue and identified 
the problems with drop- 
ping the 7 from their cur- 
rent insurance they 
eventually decided to 
move forward with 
changing the wording in 
the employee handbook. 
The handbook will be 
changed to state that fu- 
ture employees will not 
be given insurance after 
retirement. For those 7 
who are retired however, 
the city will continue to 
provide insurance to 
them as long as contrac- 
tually required. 


Council was then intro- 


duced to the new City 
Clerk, Joyce Golding. In 
her first move as clerk, 
Golding appointed 
Stephanie Brown to be 
her Deputy Clerk. 
Council also learned 
the details of the four 
water main breaks over 


past weekend. According 
to City Manager Rob 
Straebel the breaks are 
perturbing and hopefully 
not an indication of 
things to come as spring 
continues to warm up. 

“Tt’s completely discon- 
certing...we weren’t ex- 
pecting water lines to 
break...hopefully this 
isn’t a harbinger of 
things to come,” said 
Straebel. 

Straebel stated that 
currently Nettleton and 
Parks Street are without 
water, and that the Water 
Treatment Plant is work- 
ing quickly to keep up 
treating and creating us- 
able water. Straebel 
warned that these prob- 
lems will cause a need for 
overtime and equipment 
costs coming forward and 
that they are anticipating 
more breaks. 


County will 
see road 
construction 
throughout 
summer

CHARLEVOIX: The 
Charlevoix County Plan- 
ning Commission met April 
3 to learn of new road proj- 
ects planned by MDOT this 
summer that will affect East 
Jordan, Boyne City and 
Boyne Falls. 

At the relatively quiet 
meeting of the commission- 
ers, Kiersten Stark gave the 
basic details of three up- 
coming projects in the 
County. One such project, 
the repairing and repaint- 
ing of the bridge in East 
Jordan, will occur through 
the months of June, July, 
and August. However the 
bridge will stay open and 
MDOT assured that the 
Freedom Festival would not 
be affected by it. 

East Jordan will also find 
themselves with an up- 
graded signal at the inter- 
section between M-66 and 
Water St at some point this 
summer. 

Another project is the 
double chip resurfacing that 
will be done on M-75 be- 
tween Boyne City and 
Boyne Falls. The project 
will include 3.99 miles of 
overband crack filling, dou- 
ble chip sealing and fog seal- 
ing. The project will come 
with a 2 year pavement war- 
ranty. According to MDOT’s 
website, a bid has been ac- 
cepted for this project for an 
estimated $341,731.63. The 
project is scheduled to begin 
in early July and hopefully 
be completed by mid Au- 
gust. However, these dates 
and cost estimates are sub- 
ject to change. 

In addition to these new 
projects, planning commis-

The presenta- 
tions are free, open to the public, and 
usually last about 1 1/2 hours. There is 
no need to pre-register for the classes. 
The training provides details on things 
such as tornado development, thunder- 
storm hazards, severe weather safety 
and how to make a complete report to 


the National Weather Service. After com- 


pleting the training, attendees will be of- 
ficial NWS Skywarn spotters. 

Each person that attends is given a 
National Weather Service spotter card 
and information on several online spot- 


ter networks. If you are interested in 
learning more about severe weather and 
storm spotting, you are encouraged to at- 
tend one of these presentations.

Arthritis afflicts people of all ages 


Two northern Michigan kids fight arthritis: Brynn Hubbard (10-years-old, Rapid City); and Kami Chapp (10-years-old, Boyne City) 


hen people hear 

the word 

“arthritis,” 

many think 

about their 
grandma and how she hobbled 
when she walked or had knobby 
looking knuckles. Rarely do 
they think about kids. 

Yet, arthritis affects people of 
all ages and origins, including 
children. In fact, more kids get 
arthritis than cystic fibrosis and 
juvenile diabetes combined. In 
Michigan alone, 10,300 kids have 
arthritis. 

Arthritis is an underappreci- 
ated disease that is often looked 
upon as a minor affliction. On 
the outside, kids who have 
arthritis tend to look normal. 
You wouldn’t pick them out of a 
crowd as having arthritis. But 
on the inside, their own immune 
system is attacking their body’s 
tendons, ligaments, cartilage 
and bones. Their joints are 
slowly and progressively deteri- 
orating. They’re in pain. As the 
disease progresses, the pain in- 
creases and mobility declines. 

There are so many misconcep- 
tions about arthritis and so few 
board certified pediatric 
rheumatologists, that getting an 
accurate diagnosis is often the 
first major hurdle. There’s a se- 
vere shortage of board certified 
pediatric rheumatologists in the 
United States. 11 states have 
zero while 17 states have 1-3. 
Michigan has 6 and demand is 
so great that parents often wait 
several months and travel hun- 
dreds of miles just for a consul- 
tation. 

Treating arthritis is no picnic 
either. Doctors don’t know what 
causes arthritis and there is no 
cure, so the focus is on attempts 
to control the pain, slow pro- 
gression of the disease, prevent 
additional joint damage and 
maintain mobility. Medications 
often used to treat arthritis are

similar to chemotherapy drugs 
used to treat cancer and can 
have many of the same harsh 
side effects including organ 
damage and other serious ill- 
ness. Unfortunately, with so 
much unknown about the dis- 
ease and significant differences 
in how individuals respond to 
treatment, finding an effective 
combination of medication and 
therapy can become a lengthy 
trial-and-error search. Even 
more challenging, many arthri- 
tis medications lose their effec- 
tiveness over time. Severe cases 
sometimes require corrective 
surgery including total joint re- 
placement. 

Northern Michigan kids who 
have arthritis 


Brynn Hubbard (10-years-old, 
Rapid City) was seven-years-old 
when she was diagnosed with 
arthritis. She has tried and 
changed medications several 
times. Sometimes the drugs had 
too many harsh side effects. 
Other times they just stopped 
working. “Because some days 
are challenging, I know that I 
can often be strong and deter- 
mined and just push through 
the tough stuff,” said Brynn. 
She will be attending her third 
Camp Dakota this summer — a 
medically supervised residen- 
tial camp for kids with arthritis. 
Brynn is also an honoree for the 
2014 Traverse City Walk to Cure 
Arthritis on May 31.

As to why such 
people go to the lengths they do to 
deny unscrupulous dealings the 
only logical answer is that they 
don’t want any black marks on 
record indicating less than sa- 
vory conduct or incompetence.

MDOT needs all the help it can get from Adopt-A-Highway volunteers 


With winter maintenance over- 
runs cutting into non-winter 
maintenance budgets, the Michi- 
gan Department of Transporta- 
tion (MDOT) is asking for more 
Adopt-A-Highway volunteers to 
help keep highway roadsides clean 
in the northern Lower Peninsula.

sioners discussed the pro- 
posed grant application 
that Hayes Township will 
submit to the DNR for a 
boat launch at Camp Seag- 
ull.

building into the late morning hours. 
“We worked on it all night and the sun 
was up before we got out of there,” he 
said. 

Equipment and manpower was called 
in from mutual aid fire departments, 
Boyne City, Boyne Valley Township and 
eventually Hudson Township was called 
in for use of the compressed air foam 
system on their pumper. “The foam satu- 
rates any wood and allows us to go home 
and not come back because of a rekin- 
dle,” he said. 

Howard thanked the assisting fire de- 
partments and attributed the Boyne City 
Fire Department with keeping the fire 
contained. “Boyne City probably saved 
the rest of the building by containing the 
fire to the attics. Equipment can be saved 
now because no fire got to the rest of the 
area it was all in the attics,” he said. 
Boyne City has an aerial truck which 
Howard said made a big difference in 
fighting the fire. 

Owner of Morel’s Bistro, Brett Cuper 
said, “The fire started in our shed. We 
were doing our spring refresh of the 
building painting and oiling the floors 
over our vacation week. Upon comple- 
tion of oiling the floors the towels that 
were used to wipe up the excess oil were 
placed in a linen bag and stored in the 
shed. The linseed oil on the rags then 
spontaneously combusted and ignited 
the shed.” Cuper complimented the 
valiant effort of the four fire depart- 
ments that assisted in putting out the 
fire. 

As for what the future holds, Cuper 
said, “At this time I'm working on getting 
things in order to rebuild the facility. 
There is no way for us to be open by this 
summer season. The building is a total 
loss. We are realistically looking at re- 
opening next spring.”

BOYNE CITY—A public 
hearing on the proposed FYE 
2015 budget was held, Commis- 
sioners moved forward on the 
establishment of a Dog Park, 
and signed a proclamation offi- 
cially recognizing Arbor Day 
in the city at the April 8 City 
Commission meeting. 

A public hearing to answer 
questions about the proposed 
2014-15 budget was held with 
no public discussion. “Basi- 
cally the budget doesn’t pro- 
pose any changes,” said City 
Manager Michael Cain. The 
City of Boyne City millage rate 
stayed the same at 15.51 mils. 
The budget includes operating 
expenses of $11,683,441 with 
$2,610,477 raised by the mill- 
age. A cost of living increase of 
1.6% on water and sewer rates 
is also included. The budget is 
available at city hall for public 
inspection. Commissioners ap- 
proved the budget in four parts 
first, accepting general appro- 
priations, establishing the 
millage rate, adopting the gen- 
eral appropriations act and 
adopting a fee schedule. Com- 
missioner Derek Gaylord voted 
against the fee schedule after 
suggesting that the cost of liv- 
ing increase on water and 
sewer usage be eliminated or 
decreased. “I’m in favor of the 
entire budget but not the 1.6% 
increase in water and sewer 
rates,” he said. It was dis- 
cussed that incremental small 
cost of living increases were 
more favorable than larger 
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Boyne City Dog Park moves to the fast track

lump increases. “The cost of 
doing business is not standing 
still,” said Mayor Ron Grunch. 
Everything passed. 

Discussion concerning how 
the Committee should proceed 
to build a dog park on two 
parcels of city property lo- 
cated at North Boyne on Ridge 
Street. Sixteen members of the 
committee attended the meet- 
ing. Committee Co-chair 
Michelle Carter addressed the 
commission explaining that 
the initial round of fundrais- 
ing is intended to raise $30,000 
to provide fencing, waste bag 
reciprocals, signage, water 
fountains and trash recipro- 
cals. The committee feels this 
will get the park up and run- 
ning and intends to create a 
“world-class” dog park in time. 
City staff recommended that 
the commission allow the com- 
mittee to start fund-raising for 


the project and work with staff 
towards implementation of a 
dog park at North Boyne using 
only the northern lot for now 
but a motion by Commissioner 
Tom Neidhamer included both 
parcels passed and was re- 
ceived with applause. 

The Mayor and Commission 
signed a proclamation ac- 
knowledging April 24 as Arbor 
Day in the city of Boyne City. 
This is Boyne City’s tenth an- 
niversary as a “Tree City 
USA.” Celebrating Arbor Day 
is required to maintain that 
certification. The proclama- 
tion praises the benefits of 
trees and urges all citizens to 
plant trees. Free seedlings will 
be available at city hall from 8 
a.m. Until 5 p.m. on that day. 
During the meeting 
Streets/Parks Superintendent, 
Andy Kovolski presented the 
commissioners with an award 


commemorating the city’s 
tenth anniversary. 

Commissioner Gaylord sur- 
prised the other commission- 
ers and city staff by making a 
motion to remove fluoride 
from the city’s water supply. 
Fluoride and its negative 
health risks has been a conver- 
sation among the council in 
the past. Commissioner Laura 
Sansom was in agreement with 
Gaylord. “I’ve done my re- 
search and I’m in favor of get- 
ting it out of our water as well 
but I do think it needs to ap- 
pear on the agenda and our 
people be informed,” she said. 
All commissioners agreed and 
the motion died from lack of 
support. Water/Waste Water 
Superintendent, Dan Meads 
has been in touch with the 
DEQ and the Health Depart- 
ment and City Manager Cain 
agreed to have the topic on the 
May 1 agenda. 

Commissioners voted to 
renew a natural gas contract 
with Integrys Energy Services, 
the supplier the city has been 
with since March of 2012. The 
contract allows the city to lock 
into a rate if a favorable rate 
comes available. 

The next regular city com- 
mission meeting is scheduled 
for Tuesday, April 22 at 7 p.m. 
The Boyne City Business Expo 
and Taste of Boyne will be 
held Thursday, April 24 at the 
former Carter’s Store from 3-7 
p.m.
